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“And when the day of Pentecost was fully come they were all with one accord in one place.’’ Acts 2:1. “And they were all filled with the 
Holy Ghost and began to speak with other tongues as the Spirit gave them utterance.”’ Acts 2:4. 
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Feet Washing 


Text: “The rest will I set in order 
when I come.” 1 Cor. 11:34. 

For some time I have felt that the 
Lord would have me write on _ this 
very important subject, and I am_ using 
this text because I believe the apostle 
was having direct reference to feet wash- 
ing when he made this statement. 

From Philippi Paul wrote two letters 
to the church at Corinth and in these 
two letters he made mention of every- 
thing from repentance to the resurrection, 
Yea! even the kingdom. “Repentance,” 
2 Cor. 7:10. “Justification and sanctifi- 
cation,” 1 Cor. 6:11. “Holy Ghost and 
speaking in tongues,” 1 Cor. 6:19; 14: 

-4. “Church of God,” 1 Cor. 1:2; 10: 
32; 11:16, 22. “Church rules or govern- 
ment, divine healing, teachers and gifts,” 
1 Cor. 12:28. “Hair bobbing and drinks,” 
chapters 10 and 11. “How to conduct 
conference,” “women keep silent,” 1 Cor. 
§:1-12; 14:23-40. “Resurrection from 
the dead and the rapture,” 1 Cor. 15. 
“Tithes,” 1 Cor. 16:2; 9. 

All these doctrines are made very plain 
in these two letters to the church at 
Corinth, and as the apostle was giving 
the rules for the sacrament in the eleventh 
chapter of First Corinthians, he con- 
cludes by saying, “The rest will I set in 
order when I come,” 11:34. Rest of 
what? Why! the rest of the doctrine of 
Christ that I have not made plain to you, 
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when I get there I will set in ORDER. 
Order is style, system, method, a pre- 
scribed form of service, as of rite —Web- 
ster. 

With the above I think the reader 
will, or has already agreed that the 
apostle was having reference to the ordi- 
nance of feet washing. 

Then another great reason for believ- 
ing this is found in the teaching of Je- 
sus Himself. In the thirteenth chapter of 
John as He gave the plain example, Paul 
in giving the church instructions as to 
how to serve the Lord’s Supper - said, 
“The rest will I set in order when [| 
come,” i. e., I will give you the example 
of how to do the rest when I get there. 

And when Jesus had finished giving 
the example of how the sacrament should 
be served, He immediately sets the rest 
in order by rising up from supper and 
laid aside His garment (or coat) and 
poureth water in a basin (or a wash 
bowl) and began to wash the Christians’ 
feet. It is an undeniable, settled fact that 
Paul did preach that the saints must 
wash feet in order to have the favors of 
God and His Church. 

In the administering to the needs of a 
widow, yes, my friends, the Bible makes 
feet washing a condition, or a prerequis- 
ite. The widow “must be well reported 
for good works; if she have brought up 
children, if she have lodged strangers, 


IF SHE HAVE WASHED THE 
SAINTS’ FEET, if she have relieved the 
afflicted, if she have diligently followed 
every good work,” 1 Tim. 5:10. Here we 
find God’s Bible said the saints’ feet, not 
ner children nor strangers nor the af- 
flicted, but the saints’ feet. Saints are 
those who are sanctified. The CHURCH 
of GOD people at Corinth were sancti- 
fied, called to be saints, 1 Cor. 1:2. Then 
feet washing is for the saints, the faithful 
in Christ Jesus, and if a widow is not 
faithful in this order of service, the 
church is not held responsible for her 
welfare. ““These things write I unto thee 

. . But if I tarry long, that thou might- 
est know how thou oughtest to behave 
thyself in the house of God, which is the 
church of the living God,” 1 Tim. 3:14, 
15. Notice “these things,” more than one. 
Yes, the House of God is the place to 
wash the saints’ feet. Christ used the same 
place for washing the disciples’ feet that 
He used for serving the holy commun- 
ion. 

Paul said, “Follow me while I follow 
Christ.” In order for him to follow 
Christ he would have to wash the disci- 
ples’ feet and in order for us to follow 
Him we will have to wash the disciples’ 
feet. Paul taught this doctrine because 
Christ taught it. Christ not only taught 
it, but after His resurrection He com-

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Two Major Signs of His Second Coming That are Being Fulfilled 


These are the greatest signs of our 
Lord’s coming. 

“And there shall be signs in the sun, 
and in the moon, and in the stars; and 
upon the earth distress of nations, with 
perplexity; the sea and the waves roar- 
ing; Men’s hearts failing them for fear, 
and for looking after those things which 
are coming on the earth: for the powers 
of heaven shall be shaken. 

And take heed to yourselves, lest at 
any time your hearts be overcharged with 
surfeiting, and drunkenness, and cares of 
this life, and so that day come upon you 
unawares,” St. Luke 21:25, 26, 34. 

I wonder how many have ever read 
this carefully and stopped to think about 
the plain truth that it contains? Every 
one of you know exactly what this 
means, you know that it is being fulfilled 
today. 

People are holloing about peace and do 
not have it. Did you know that in the 
history of the world the greatest length 
of time when there was peace was only 
148 years? Think of that, only 148 years 
in all the history of this world. There is 
not peace today and you know it. 

“But of the times and the _ seasons. 
brethren, ye have no need that I write 
unto you. For yourselves know perfectly 
that the day of the Lord so cometh as a 
thief in the night. For when they shall 
say, Peace and safety; then sudden de- 
struction cometh upon them as travail 
upon a woman with child; and they 
shall not escape.” 1 Thess. 5:1-3. This 
does not need an explanation because this 
scripture is being fulfilled today. All 
the world is holloing peace but there 
never has been world-wide peace and 
safety, however, there is coming a time 
when there will be peace. I am sure you 
remember about Mr. Kellogg receiving 
$25,000 for writing a document to pro- 
mulgate world peace which was _pre- 
sented at Geneva. There are many, no 
doubt, that are declaring world peace and 
knowing at the same time it will never 
be, at least not under present govern- 
ments. 

“Because, even because they have se- 
duced my people, saying Peace; and there 
was no peace; and one built up a wall, 
and lo, others daubed it with untempered 
mortar; Say unto them which daub it 
with untempered mortar, that it shall 
fall: there shall be an _ overflowing 
shower; and ye, O great hailstones, shall 
fall; and a stormy wind shall rend it,” 
Ezekiel 13:10, 11. 

Today they are trying every way 
imaginable to find some way to better 
conditions. My friend, you may go to 
bed tonight and upon awaking on to- 
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morrow morning find that everything 
you possess has been swept away. But 
not so with the child of God. Praise God 
he is secure. He can go to bed and know 
for sure that he will not awake to find 
his inheritance swept away. Hallelujah! 

You who are without God, I am telling 
you that you have absolutely nothing to 
stand on. Yet we hear the world declar- 
ing, “There’s going to be peace.” Well, 
the mercy of God is upon America be- 
cause there are still a few who are not 
ashamed of the presence and manifesta- 
tions of the Holy Ghost. I think some- 
times that those who are not so intelli- 
gent rely more on God. 

Glory to God! This world can be in 
war up to its eyeballs, with cannons roar- 
ing, bombs bursting, and the ships upon 
the sea rocking, but the child of God 
that trusts in Him is secure anyway. I 
do not want war. I do not like to think 
of the horrors of war. Friend, if all the 
leaders of the various nations would 
gather around the table, kneel down and 
pray for the favor and blessing of God 
on their undertaking for peace and good 
will by each other, praise God, it would 
outlaw every bit of war in this old 
world. But, it’s left up to the individual. 
What are you going to do about it? If 
you are discouraged with everything in 
life, I beg you in the name of Jesus to 
find you an altar and repent of your 
sins, ask God to save you, then you can 
come up from the altar a child of God 
and really enjoy life. 

The smile of God is upon this country 
of ours because the baptism of the Holy 
Ghost is preached more in the United 
States than in all the other countries of 
this world put together. 

Now let us consider the second major 
sign. 

“Having a form of godliness, but de- 
nying the power thereof, from such turn 
away,” 2 Timothy 5:5. 

Did you know that nine-tenths of 
professed Christians have left the plan 
of the Word of God? Yes, having a form 
of godliness, but denying the power 
thereof. One reason the people are doing 
as they are, is because the ministers are 
not declaring the whole counsel of God. 
Just as quick as you join the church they 
send you a card notifying you how much 
your dues will be each month. I wouldn’t 
be a member of a church that would not 
take all of the Bible. 

Some want the Holy Ghost baptism 
but the reason they do not accept it is 
they know it will break and tear up 
their little playhouse. 

I want to tell you an amusing incident 
about a little boy and his mother who 


went visiting. Théy were eating and 
there was a kind of cake on the table 
that the little boy was enjoying very 
much. His mother told him if he didn’t 
quit eating so much cake he would burst. 
He said, “Mother, give me another piece 
of cake and stand back.” Friend, I am 
really happy. Oh, there is nothing like 
the joy of the Lord. Sometimes I feel I 
can’t hold much more but yet I want 
more. And just think, there are people 
that deny the blood of Jesus Christ. 
What can wash away my sin, 
Nothing but the blood of Jesus; 
What can make me-whole again, 
Nothing but the blood of Jesus. 

Glory to God! 

“They profess that they know God; 
but in works they deny him, being 
abominable, and disobedient, and unto ev- 
ery good work reprobate,” Titus 1:16. 

This is being fulfilled today, many are 
claiming to know God but prove by their 
works that they don’t—they openly deny 
the blood of Jesus. I may not know any- 
thing much but I do know that I’m not 
lost. I know little or nothing about psy- 
chology, phys-ology but, praise God, I do 
know the Lord Jesus Christ! 

Yes, there are so many who are 
ashamed of the power of the Holy Ghost. 
Yes, having a form of godliness but 
denying the power thereof, from such 
turn away. 

“Be astonished, O ye heavens, at ‘his, 
and be horribly afraid, be ye’ very deso- 
late, saith the Lord. For my people have 
committed two evils; they have for- 
saken me the fountain of living waters, 
and hewed them out cisterns, broken 
cisterns, that can hold no water,” Jer. 
atta, 83. 

“In the last day, that great day of the 
feast, Jesus stood and cried, saying, If any 
man thirst, let him come unto me, and 
drink. He that believeth on me, as the 
scripture has said, out of his belly shall 
flow rivers of living water. (But this 
spoke he of the Spirit, which they that 
believe on him should receive: for the 
Holy Ghost was not yet given; because 
that Jesus was not yet glorified.)” St. 
John 7:37-39. 

Today people are not trusting in the 
Rock Christ Jesus. They will not accept 
the Word of God. They have forsaken 


their God and have hewed out cisterns 


that will hold no water. 
I truly thank God for the day He 
called me from the cabinet maker’s 


bench. I have studied late at night—even 
sometimes falling asleep over my books. 
Hallelujah! That great man of God, the 
apostle Paul, said that the time would

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How We May Obtain Heart Purity 

This is a difficult question to answer 
so that all minds may easily comprehend 
it. We need to be assured of two or three 
things if we would be successful in seek- 
ing sanctification. 

First, that we are freely justified. If 
we are not clear in our justification, we 
are more than likely to make a mistake 
in our experience in entire sanctification. 
If we commence in a backslidden state 
to seek heart-cleansing, we may mistake 
our reclamation for sanctification. If this 
is the case, we will find ourselves in 
great perplexity. Those who have fallen 
away and lost their experience will hardly 
regain an experience above that that they 
possessed before they backslid, in their 
reclamation, 

It is generally the experience of those 
who are seeking to be reclaimed, that they 
first receive forgiveness and restoration, 
then they consecrate and pray until the 
blood is applied and they are sanctified 
again. Of course, they should continue 
until they are filled with the Holy Ghost. 
Let everyone then, who seeks sanctifica- 
tion, be sure that he is already in divine 
favor. This is a good and a proper start- 
ing point for those who are seeking heart- 
cleansing or sanctification. 

Do not commence with the  under- 
standing that you must know every 
thing about the subject before you trust 
God for heart-cleansing. There are many 
things you will not know and can not 
know until you have the experience. Be 
sure you do not seek another experience. 
Many have fallen into this error. They 
begin seeking for the Holy Ghost after 
being justified, before they have the ex- 
perience heart-cleansing or  sanctifica- 
tion. 

Sanctification is a wonderful erperience 
and there is some wonderful joy. It is in- 
deed a marvelous thing. There are many 
things that cause people to mistake sanc- 
tification for other blessings. But if you 


would be successful in seeking this spe- 
cial experience, you will have to know 
of a truth that you are born again. Then, 
do not seek it in a way that would cause 
you to be selfish in how you receive it 
or what happens to you when you do re- 
ceive it, but seek it leaving yourself en- 
tirely in the hands of God. The Holy 
Ghost is the agent that applies the blood 
and He will give you the experience that 
you need and certainly will not lead you 
into error. These warnings may seem to 
be unnecessary but you will find that 
they are essential. 

Some seem to think that after their 
experience of heart-cleansing they are not 
as useful and effective as some others 
they have noticed. If you see others more 
useful, more successful, and happier, we 
think it is because they are holier and if 
we are holier we too will be able to pray 
with more freedom, speak with greater 
power, and draw around us a more en- 
thusiastic crowd. 

We seem to think that we will be more 
popular, more sought after, more influ- 
ential, and more useful. There may be 
more or less selfishness mixed with all 
this. There is only one reason assigned by 
God as to why we should be holy. Not 
that we should be more useful and more 
popular and have a degree of power to 
rule and to carry our points, but we 
should be holy because God is holy. We 
are not to be holy that we are to be like 
our earthly friends and brothers, we are 
to be holy because God has commanded 
it and because it is right. We should be 
holy if we are not happy or popular. 
We can get along in this world if we 
are neither popular nor counted useful. 
Many who think that they are useful 
the way they are working and meddling 
in affairs, I am afraid will come up 
Jacking when they stand before the 
judgment bar. It is better for us to be 
without these compliments and have but 
few admirers in this world, if we can 
only be holy and live in favor with God 
and reach heaven at last. 


We do not mean to insinuate that 
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sanctification will not make us useful 
or happy, but we do mean to say that 
the motive for our sanctification should 
not be selfish or prompted by anything 
that will be against our heavenly Fa- 
ther’s will. No progress is made in seek- 
ing entire sanctification until it becomes 
the all-important subject of the soul. 
There must be a deep longing after sanc- 
tification until we receive this wonder- 
derful experience. Condemnation comes 
from actual transgression and conviction 
for sanctification comes of felt depravity. 
Until we desire purity of heart more 
than earthly goods, until we are willing 
to make every sacrifice to obtain this 
blessing, we are not apt to receive it. 


It often happens when one is pre- 
sented with his depraved condition, the 
carnal mind that is at enmity against 
God, they almost give up in despair and 
conclude that they were never born 
again. Such views should not discourage 
us. God is showing us our great need of 
being crucified with Him, and we should 
press our way to the fountain of cleans- 
ing. Of course we should see that our 
consecration is complete, we mean unre- 
served devotion of ourselves to God, 
bringing, body, soul, talent, possessions, 


reputation, all our being and powers and ~ 


putting them on the altar before God. 
When this is done completely the blood 
will be applied and our old man 
will be crucified with Him. 


When we came to God for pardon we 
were dead in trespasses and sins and in- 
deed we were under condemnation and 
death awaited us, but when our sins were 


pardoned through the shed blood, then 
we were made new creatures in Christ 
Jesus and old things passed away. Our 
only hope was in the cross. We were 


under condemnation and doomed but we 
were made alive from the dead and we 
experienced that wonderful and glorious 
blessing of being born again. Now it is 
hard for some to understand that after 
this experience there is left that root of 
bitterness of that carnal mind or sin 
principle that came to us through the 
fall of our foreparents in the garden, but 
this, nevertheless, is true and when the 
blood is applied after consecration our 
old man is crucified and we are dead in- 
deed unto sin. We are sure that this is 
the experience of entire sanctification. 
Some seem to think that since the 
Scriptures have stated that without the 
shedding of blood there is no remission 
of sins that the experiences of justifica- 
tion and sanctification are included in 
one application of the blood but we are 
sure that this is an error. Jesus died on 
the cross to redeem a lost world and the 
same blood that justifies is also sufficient 
for sanctification. We have tried to make

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How God Helps His People 


“God is our refuge and strength, a 
very present help in trouble,” Psa. 46: 
1. “So that we may boldly say, The Lord 
is my helper, and I will not fear what 
man shall do unto me,’ Heb. 13:6. 

In all time God, the Almighty, has 
been the great helper of His people, back- 
ing them up with His presence and 
power and safeguarding their interests, 
fighting their battles and securing their 
hopes. It is thus that the prophets, the 
avostles and servants of God describe 
Him. 

1. All the greatness, prosperity and 
blessing upon the nation of Israel was 
credited to their God. It was He who 
blessed and stood by and made this peo- 
ple high above all other nations. No other 
nation, it was said, had “God so nigh un- 
to them,” Deut. 4:7, and they were con- 
sidered “happy” and unlike the other na- 
tions because saved by the Lord and de- 
fended by His sword, Deut. 33:29. And 
so God has ever defended and blessed His 
own, collectively, as a body, their mu- 
tual interests, as they obeyed His laws 
and kept Him in honor. 

2. God has always selected and called 
men to lead in the furthering of His in- 
terests on earth. He has always stood by 
such leaders and helped them through ev- 
ery detail of their service, while they 
were faithful. He gave kings blessing 
and favor with the people and caused 
them to prosper. (2 Chron. 26:15.) He 
was David’s dependence Ps. 124:8; He 
stood by Paul, His faithful servant, Acts 
26:22; and all His faithful leaders. 

3. According to His word, He stands 
by every individual who worships Him 
faithfully, to see them through. Seek- 
ing God and serving Him is an indi- 
vidual matter, both on our side and His. 
But He has promised never to forsake 
one, Matt. 19:29; John 7:37. God has 
ever been true to fulfill His word to the 
multitude, to His leaders and to each in- 
dividual. 

4. God blesses His people with His per- 
sonal presence. It was so with Israel in 
olden times. He went with them in the 
“pillar of a cloud” and fire, to lead them 
in the way, Ex. 13:21; He said to Moses, 
“My presence shall go with thee,” Ex. 
33:14, and He appeared as “captain of 
the Lord’s hosts” in Joshua’s day, Josh. 
5:13. There are many instances where He 
appeared to other prophets and apostles to 
encourage and help them in times of 
special need or trial 


5. On many occasions God’s supernat- 
ural power came upon His servants, His 
Spirit worked in them, or with them, to 
the accomplishing of His purpose. God 
helped Joshua when he was in battle with 
“all the kings of the Amorites” by mak- 
ing the day longer and by casting down 
great stones from heaven “upon the ene- 
my,” Josh. 10. He fought with Deb- 
orah ‘and Barak and gave them victory 
over Sisera and his mighty army, Judges 
4; He gave a great victory over the 
Philistines as Jonathan and his armour 
bearer went against a mighty host alone, 
depending on Him, 1 Sam. 14. By his 
faith and power He made Daniel and the 
Hebrew children able to stand in the 
presence of the rulers, great men, and all 
the people of great Babylon. In New Tes- 
tament times it was the power of God 
working with the disciples, enabling 
them to meet the strong opposition fac- 
ing them and to turn the tide in their 
favor, Mark 16:20. The Lord thus works 
with His people today. Without His help 
none could do anything. 

6. God helps His people by sending 
other men to strengthen their hands. 
When Lot was taken captive, Abraham 
went with his “trained servants” to res- 
cue him, Gen. 14. When Israel was hope- 
lessly enslaved in Egypt, God sent Moses 
to bring them out. He gave Aaron to be 
a helper to Moses. In time of David’s 
trouble, Jonathan was a companion and 
helper to comfert him, and save him 
from the wrath of his father, Saul. Even 
an angel was sent to shut the lions’ 
mouths that they could not hurt Daniel, 
Dan. 6:22. Perhaps it was the same angel 
who was sent to preserve the three He- 
brew children in the fiery furnace, Dan. 
3:28. God sent Philip to meet the 
eunuch on the way and point him to Je- 
sus, Acts 8:29. He sent Ananais to Saul 
that he might show him the way of 
truth, Acts 9:10. And still God is send- 
ing men and women out to help some- 
body, in the church, in homes and every 
way. 

7. God helps His people by giving spe- 
cial signs, dreams, interpretations and by 
putting words in their mouth for the 
occasion. Joseph, “the dreamer,” came 
out of prison and was promoted to great 
honor because of that spirit in him that 
enabled him to interpret the  king’s 
dreams, Gen. 40. Moses and Aaron made 
the old king and his wise men and all 
Egypt to tremble by the signs—turning 
the rod into a serpent, etc., Ex. 7. God 
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wrought signs in warning and confirm- 
ing the faith of His people, Dan. 4:3, 
“How great are thy signs!” Daniel’s in- 
terpretation of Nebuchadnezzar’s dream, 
Dan. 4, and the handwriting on the 
wall are some of them, Dan. 5. Still the 
signs, interpretations, etc. belong to later 
times. “These signs shall follow them 
that believe,” Mark 16:17. “Another” 
shall interpret, 1 Cor. 12:10. “Let him 
. » » pray that he may interpret,” 1 Cor. 
14:13. “But whatsoever shall be given 
you in that hour, that speak ye: for it 


is not ye that speak, but the Holy 
Ghost,” Mark 13:11. 
8. God helps His people by giving 


them material needs, sure times in a 
supernatural way. He made the widow’s 
“oil and meal,” barely enough for one 
day, sufficient for the sustenance of her 
family and Elijah, the man of God, for 
a full year, 1 Kings 17. Jesus fed 5,000 
men, beside women and children, from a 
little lad’s lunch, and had twelve baskets 
full of fragments left over, Matt. 14. 
Tens of thousands have proved Phil. 4: 
19 since then. God has given His people 
thousands of dollars, food, clothing, 
building materials, guidance, protection 
from physical injury, etc. in ways mi- 
raculous. 

9. Notice, the helps that God gives to 
His people come through a program of 
prayer. “Call upon me .. . I will deliver 
thee,” Ps. 50:15. “In every thing by 
prayer,” Phil. 4:6. “I will therefore that 
men pray everywhere,” 1 Tim. 2:8. It 
is in answer to believing prayer that ev- 
ery benefit and blessing promised may be 
received. 

10. It is for God’s glory and the 
furtherance of His kingdom among men 
that He blesses and helps His people 
to a victorious program. “Thy kingdom 
come. Thy will be done in earth, as it is 
in heaven,” the disciples were taught to 
pray, “For thine is the kingdom, and the 
power, and the glory, for ever.” “All of 
his saints” are to praise Him, Ps. 148: 
14. And later He is to be praised by all 
the universe. “And every creature 
which is in heaven, and on the earth, and 
under the sea, and all that are in them, 
heard I saying, Blessing, and honour, and 
glory, and power, be unto him that 
sitteth upon the throne, and unto the 
Lamb for ever and ever,” Rev. 5:13.

it plain in our writings so that these two 
experiences may be thoroughly under- 
stood. 

Under the old ceremonial law they had 
a sacrifice for sins and one for sin. This 
is made very plain in Lev. 23:10-32. In 
Heb. 13:12 we have these words, 
“Wherefore Jesus also, that he might 
sanctify the people with his own blood, 
suffered without the gate.” This proves 
beyond the shadow of a doubt that Je- 
sus now takes the place of the sacrificial 
order, the blood of the lamb, and be- 
comes our sanctifier. 

Some seem to think that when we are 
sanctified we have no sense of honor and 
all of our powers to appreciate or to dis- 
credit the buffets and scorns of men are 
entirely dormant, but a holiness person 
who has been cleansed by the blood of 
Jesus or sanctified has a greater sense of 
honor than one who has not. He certainly 
does not get mad but he does feel that 
keen disapproval of those who intrude or 
despitefuly use him. But there is no 
thought of resentment because such de- 
sires have been crucified. This subject is 
one that has been hard to be understood 
but we hear coming from thousands of 
honest hearts the testimony of sanctifi- 
cation and we are sure that it is an ex- 
perience made possible by the blood of 
Jesus and millions are able to testify to 
it.

come when they will not endure sound 
doctrine but will heap to themselves 
teachers having itching ears. That is the 
condition of many—not accepting the 
Holy Ghost baptism of speaking in 
tongues, having a form of godliness but 
denying the power thereof. 

“For the kingdom of God is not meat 
and drink but righteousness, peace, and 
joy in the Holy Ghost.” 

“Great is my boldness of speech to- 
ward you, great is my glorying of you: 
I am filled with comfort, I am exceeding 
joyful in all our tribulation,” 2 Cor. 7: 
4. 

I am living in this body of clay now 
but some day I shall have a glorified body 
that can feel no hurt. Hallelujah! 

Someone said, “I would give the world 
to have that salvation.” Brother, that is 
just what it takes—giving up the whole 
world. If you let the Spirit of God come 
into your temple and do what the Spirit 
wants you to do, you will live a life of 
victory and power 365 days and nights 
through the year. When troubles and 
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trials come you will have something that 
will help you go through. You wouldn’t 
be having a form of godliness and deny- 
ing the power thereof. 

“For John truly baptized with water; 
but ye shall be baptized with the Holy 
Ghost not many days hence,” Acts 1:5. 

“But ye shall receive power, after that 
the Holy Ghost is come upon you: and 
ye shall be witnesses unto me both in 
Jerusalem, and in all Judea, and in Sa- 
maria, and unto the uttermost part of the 
earth,” Acts 1:8. 

But some one says, “Brother Nelson, 
I got the Holy Ghost when I was con- 
verted.” 

Let us turn to Acts 2:37, 38, “Now 
when they heard this, they were pricked 
in their heart, and said unto Peter and 
to the rest of the apostles, Men and 
brethren what shall we do? Then Peter 
said unto them, Repent, and be bap- 
tized every one of you in the name of 
Jesus Christ for the remission of sins, 
and ye shall receive the gift of the Holy 
Ghost.” 

Acts 2:4, “And they were all filled 
with the Holy Ghost, and began to speak 
with other tongues, as the Spirit gave 
them utterance.” 

“While Peter yet spake these words, 
the Holy Ghost fell on ali them which 
heard the word. 

And they of the circumcision which 
believed were astonished, as many as came 
with Peter, because that on the Gentiles 
also was poured out the gift of the Holy 
Ghost.” 

If every seminary graduate would de- 
clare the whole counsel of God, what a 
difference it would make. Now I do not 
mean to say anything against true edu- 
cation but I do wish to speak against that 
education which will destroy faith in 
God and the Bible. 

One little preacher said to me, “Brother 
Nelson, I get into places you can’t,” and 
I said, “Brother, when I get into a place, 
I tell them the truth.” 

Verse 46, “For they heard them speak 
with tongues, and magnify God.” 

A certain girl in a distant state, who 
was attending a college, one afternoon 
when she came home from school threw 
her books on the bed and said to her 
mother, “I sometimes don’t know whether 
there is a God or not. Some of the books 
I read discredit the Bible and God.” 

Her mother began praying about it and 
in a few days a revival began nearby. 
This girl received the baptism of the 
Holy Ghost and God got hold of her and 
she jumped up and down shouting, “I 
know it’s real.” 

My friend, if you are doubting and 
having difficulties, you may go to the 
altar and after finding God in His full- 
ness be able to say, “I know it’s real!” 
What are you going to do about it? 
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Please read Acts 10:44-46 and notice one 
word, “FOR they heard them speak with 
tongues.”” The word I want you to notice 
is the word “for.” “FOR they heard 
them.” Heard them what? Speak. How? 
With tongues! (other languages), and 
magnify God. Friend, don’t deny the very 
thing you need. Come to God now, now 
is the time. Please come and be filled with 
the Spirit of God.

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FEET WASHING

manded His ministers to preach and teach 
ALL THINGS WHATSOEVER I 
HAVE COMMANDED YOU, Matt. 28: 
20. 

Christ certainly taught this doctrine 
and made it plenty plain. This was some 
of His last teaching, just before He 
went back to His Father’s house. Some 
of His disciples did not believe in this 
order of service; many of His disciples 
do not believe in it today. And this is 
not the only doctrine Christ taught that 
some of His disciples do not believe. He 
is long-suffering though. He is not will- 
ing that any perish. He will wait a long 
time for His children to line up with 
His teaching. 

We find in Acts that every soul that 
will not hear every word of Jesus will 
be destroyed from among the people. 
Acts 3. Some will try to excuse them- 
selves by saying, “This does not apply 
to me; it was an old Jewish custom.” 
But Peter said, “Lord, dost thou wash 
my feet?” And Jesus said, “What I do 
thou knowest not now, but thou shalt 
know hereafter.” John 13. It seems to 
me that if it had been a Jewish custom, 
Peter would have understood what the 
Master meant when He began to wash 
the disciples’ feet. Though Peter was a 
disciple, there was a significance attached 
to this order of service that he was blind 
to, so blind that he said, “Lord, thou 
shalt never wash my feet.” “Very well, 
Peter, you may do as you like. No one is 
trying to force you. But remember, if 
I wash thee not, ye have neither part nor 
lot with me. You are cut off right here; 
this is as far as you can go with us.” 
Peter believed the Master’s message 
though he could not see into it. He knew 
not what it meant, could not see any 
reason for it at all. But just because Je- 
sus taught it, he said, “Master, if I have 
to do this to have fellowship or a part 
with you, wash my feet, hands and even 
my head.” If Peter had held out stub- 
bornly in this teaching, he could not have 
had any lot or even a part of a lot with 
Jesus. If the widow had not been faith- 
ful in this teaching—washing the saints’ 
feet—she could not have required due 
respect from the Church of God. 

So, dear friends, let us take GOOD 
heed to the things which we have heard 
lest at any time we let them slip, Heb. 
2. 

The Greek rendering for “slip” is 
“lest we become as a leaking vessel (or 
bucket) ; lest we become thirsty and there 
be no drink.” 

All these things are written for our 
good and thev are profitable for us that 
we may know how we ought to please 


God. 
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DESCRIPTION or EXAMPLE 

“Supper being ended, ... He riseth 
from supper, and laid aside his garments; 
and took a towel, and girded himself. 
After that he poureth water into a 
bason, and began to wash the disciples’ 
feet, and to wipe them with the towel 
wherewith he was girded,” John 13:2, 4, 
oe 

Here Christ gives us the plain example 
and this shows how a teaching may start 
from either of two points: from phildso- 
phy or from life. Christ’s teaching on 
this doctrine did not leave room for de- 
bate. It is not a theory. It is a fact. There 
it was a stoop that never can be forgot- 
ten, an argument which no ingenuity 
could ever impair. It was practical. The 
Lord and Master had done it. It was 
worth doing or He who never trifled 
with life would never have given the ex- 
ample. Then He said, “If I then, your 
Lord and Master, have washed your feet; 
ye also ought to wash one another’s feet.” 
If we want to hide ourselves under a 
great name, Christ provided for this pe- 
culiarity or our nature. If, when you are 
in the humble act of washing your 
brethren’s feet, there should come into 
your cheek a tingling of shame, you can 
say, “I am washing a brother’s feet.” 
Then you can use the namie of One who 
is great for your hiding place. Yes, you 
may say, JESUS DID IT AND 
TAUGHT ME TO DOITT. 

Someone may ask, If this doctrine is so 
important to us, why didn’t one of 
the first three Gospels make mention of 
it? Then I would ask, If the “new birth” 
is so important, why did only John make 
mention of it? and also the golden text of 
the Bible, John 3:16. You may say feet 
washing does not apply to you, and it 
may not, for Jesus said, “I speak not of 
you all: I know whom I have chosen,” 
John 13:18. If you have been chosen, 
this ordinance is for you, and “if ye 
know these things, happy are ye IF YOU 
DO THEM,” John 13:17. 

“Be ye doers of the word, and not 
hearers only, deceiving your own selves,” 
James 1:22. “Whosoever heareth these 
(more than one) sayings of mine, and 
DOETH THEM, I will liken him unto a 
WISE MAN,” Matt. 7:24. The WISE 
WENT IN AND THE DOOR WAS 
CLOSED, Matt. 25. “If ye know these 
things (sacrament and feet washing), 
happy are ye if ye do them,” John 13:17. 
Happy, happy, glad, and free! Your joy 
may be full. “For I have given you an 
example, that ye should do as I have done 
to you,” John 13:15. 

He that is greater than his Master need 
not save to wash.
